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CONGRESS RUSHING 


WORK ON FOOD BL 
MAY PASS BY JULY 


Important Amendments 
Which Would Tend to De- 
lay Final Action Are Re- 
jected by House. 


LEADERS IN SENATE ‘ 
ACCEPT COMPROMISE 


Vote in House Is Expected 
by Saturday—Republicans 
Are Rallying to Support of 
Measure. 


Washington, June 21.—Prospect for 
passage of the administration food 
control bill by July 1, as earnestly de- 
sired by President Wilson, appeared 
brighter tonight after the house had 
rejected important amendments which 
compromises designed to greatly expe- 
dite consideration. 

Rejection in the house on a point of 
order of proposals to include shoes, 
clothing, farm machinery and cotton- 
seed under the regulation food provi- 
sions cleared the way to passage to 
such an extent that a final vote is ex- 
pected some time Saturday. Probieitios 
proposals and Representative Lenroot’s 
promise to delay final action and sen- 
ate leaders had tentatively agreed to 
amendment to strike out the licensing 
feature of the bill constitute the only 
apparent obstacles to @ final vote at 


that time. 

To pass the measure with as few ad- 
ditions to the original draft as possi- 
ble in order to expedite conference 
consideration is the plan of Represen- 
tative Lever, in charge of the measure. 
He told the house today that minor 
changes could be made at leisure while 
it now is of the utmost importance 
that the big control machinery be 
started. House republicans are rally- 
ing generally to support the bill, one 
of the speeches today in its behalf be- 
ing delivered by Representative Gil- 
Jette, of Massachusetts, acting repub- 
lican leader. 

, Changes Agreed Upon. 

While perfunctory debate was pro- 
coeding in the senate, substantial prog- 
ress toward compromising differences 
ee The changes tentatively 
agreed to ineluded: oes 

Elimination of the section authoriz- 
ing the food administrator to requisi- 
tien, factories, mines and other plants 
when hé finds tt necessary; 

Elimination of provisions authorizing 
fixing of wages, including those of farm 
yd of . specific authoriza- 
tion to regulate consumption by ration- 
ing or control of individual meals; 

Eliniination of foodstuffs stored by 
producérs from the anti-hoarding pen- 
Tac stetee for: control of foodstuffs 
purchases in this country to prevent 
competition in buying between the al- 
lies and the United States, and 

Further provisions to prevent hoard- 
ing .or speculation .in foodstuffs. 

With these tentative agreements, 
senators believed the chaotic condi- 
tions in the senate are clearing, with 
a ‘prospect .of an ultimate complete 
compromise except+on a few basic 
points. Senate leaders plan to let gen- 


bate dtift along, probably until 
ne aeane after the Roitse passes the 


bill. aoe ee 
Reed Opposes Measure. 

The plan for Nerbert Hoover to ap- 
pear again tomorrow before the senate 
agricuitural committee in the explana- 
tion of the bill was abandoned late 
today. Senators on both sides agreed 
that any further examination of Mr. 
Hoover. was unnecessary, though he 
may continue informal conferences 
with. committeemen. 

Senator Reed plans to speak virtu- 
ally all day tomorrow, in opposition 
to.the bill, and a dozen other senators 
are preparing speeches which will in- 
sure continuance of general discussion 
until the middle of next week. 

Much of the time today was taken up 

by Senator Sherman in an ajftack on 
the administration. 
- Representative Gillette told the 
house today that when he first read 
the bill he was staggered by its pro- 
visions. 

“ft belong to the school which has 
believed in the law of supply and de- 
mand,” he said, “but it now is obvious 
that the law of supply and demand 
will not meet this situation.

‘Capitol Cops Cie? 
Signs of Suffragists 
And Protect Bearers 


Problem Arising From the 
President’s Refusal to 
Make “Martyrs” Appar- 
ently Solved and “Mob” 
Scenes Prevented. 


Washington, June 21.—Persistent 
demonstrations against the woman suf- 
frage pickets in front of the main gates 
of the white house caused the police 
to take a hand in the sitvation late 
today. They guarded the women, cen- 
sored their riot-inciting banners and 
met With such -success that when the 
treasury and the state, war and navy 


sand employees to pass along Pennsy!l- 
vania avenue there was not a ripple of 
hostility to disturb the peace of the 
homegoers or to give comfort to any 
militant looking for publicity. 

Reserves from half a dozen precincts 
patrojlied the pavement in front of the 
president's mansian and kept the crowd 
moving, while a half dozen bicycle po- 
licemen saw to it that automobiles did 
not loiter in the vicinity. 

The activity of the police, who ar- 
rived too late to prevent banners from 
being demolished yesterday as the Rus- 
Sian mission was approaching the white 
house and twice today, apparently solv- 
ed the problem growing out of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s refusal to make “mar- 
tyrs” of the women by. ordering them 
removed. 

Signs Twice Destroyed. 

Karly in the day a crowd of several 
hundred watched two men tear from 
its wooden frame a canvas sign simi- 
lar to the one used yesterday declar- 
ing to the Russian mission that Presi- 
dent Wilson and Elihu Root, the spe- 
cial ambassador to Russia, are deceiv- 
ing Russia in calling America a democ- 
racy. Later at the government de- 
partments’ lunch hour a much larger 
crowd led by Mrs. D. W. Richardson, a 
Washington woman, destroyed one of 
the four banners displayed by the so- 
called sentinels before the gates. 

In both cases the crowds were good- 
natured enough, and although enough 
force was used to snatch the banners 
away, nonk of the bearers were injured. 
Mrs. Richardson was taken into charge 
by the police, but later was released. 

Police Censor Signs. 

After the second demonstration the 
police adopted their new plan. They 
escorted banner bearers to the white 
house with suffrage colors and devices 
the women have displayed without pro- 
test for months, kept a line of reserves 
along the avenue and made the crowd 
move'on, warning passersby who show- 
ed too much. interest to let the banners 
alone. But when two bearers left the 
woman's party hearquarters with the 


inscription. addressed to the president, 
painted 6n new canvas, the police did 
not wait for the crowd. A lieutenant 
in uniform .and. several plainclothes 
men withotit @-word quickly stripped 
it from tt® frame. ‘

rome Another police captain looked 
over ahd they were allowed to take 
their positions at the gate and at- 
tracted little comment, although hun- 
dreds of the’ curious filled the park 
across Pennsylvania avenue waiting 
for another “mob” scene. 

During the afternoon, when the 
crowds were hurrying home, President 
Wilson left the white house for an 
automobile ride. His car passed 
through a side sere and he got out al- 
most unobserved. 


MACHINERY FOR DRAFT 
T0 BE READY BY JULY 1 


Washington, June 21.—Machinery for 
enrolling an army of 625,000 men by 
selective draft will be complete in every 
detail by July 1, two months before 
the tentative date considered for call- 
ing the first of the troops to the col- 
ors. Regulations for the exemption 
process will be made public shortly. 

Brigadier General Crowder, the pro- 
vost marshal general, who worked out 
the plans for both registration and se- 
lection, fofesees no more complications 
with the selection and exemption ma- 
chinery than was experienced with reg- 
istration. Secretary Baker and his ad- 
visers repeatedly have given assurance 
that the selection system will be so fair 
that there will be no ground for fears 
that any man will be favored by rea- 
son of political or other relations. In 
order that neighborhood knowledge of 
aoman’s work and his dependents 
might aid in the task of sending to the 
front men who can be spared at home, 
the cpuntry undoubtedly will be highly 
subdivided and the exemption districts 
be small. 


Austrians in Plot 


To Free Countrymen 
Who Evaded Draft Law 


Leadville, Colo., June 21.—Forty-two 
Austrian prisoners held in the county 
jail here on charges of evading the se- 
lective draft law were removed today 
by a squad of national guard troops 
after threats had been made by their 
countrymen here to free them. In 
charge of a United States marshal the 
prisoners were taken by special train 
to Salida, where they were arraigned 
and held for the federal grand jury. 

A crowd of Austrian friends and rela- 
dives of the prisoners followed the men 
to the station here, singing native war 
songs and making threats, but there 
was no Violence. The troops were re- 
quested of United Statés Marshal Bur- 
ris last night after Sheriff Shrader had 


found it impossible to control crowds 
which surrounded the jail each night, 
threatening to storm it and rescue the 
prisoners. ~

New York, June 21.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)— The big German offensive

against the French line east of Vaux- 
aillon, Monday, in which trenches were 
stormed and captured, has gone almost 
for naught, for the French forces, in 
a violent counter offensive, and regained 
nearly all their. lost ground Tuesday 
night. 

Although the German crown. prince 
had launched his attack with huge-ef- 
fectiveness, composed of picked troops, 
and covered it by a heavy artillery: fire 
and by bomb-dropping aircraft, his ten- 
ure of the captured positions was short- 
lived and only a salient 400 meters 
{northeast of the Moisy farm now re- 
mains in his hands, In addition heavy 
casualties were inflicted on the Ger- 
mans, who left many dead on the field 
of Hattle. 

Likewise, in Champagne the crown 
prince has been badly battered between 
Mont Carnillet and Mont Blond. In an 
attempt to recapture positions pre- 
viously taken from them the Germans 
first were repulsed by the French who 
then assumed the offensive and ad- 
vanced their line on a front of more 
than 600 yards and to a depth in excess 
of 300 yards. Here also the Germans 
lost heavily in men killed or wounded. 

Comparative calm prevails on the 
front in France held by the British 
troops undér Field Marshal Haig. Ar- 
tillery duels are in progress on various 
sectors in Belgium, especially near 
Dixmude and Pypegaale. 


RUSSIANS RAID 


TEUTONIC FRONTS. 

In the Russian theater, according te 
the Berlin war 
the Russians and Austro-Germans has 
increased in activity in Volhynia and 
Galicia. At several points the Rus- 
sians have attempted to carry out raids 
against the Teutonic fronts, but are 
said to have been everywhere repulsed. 
Little news explanatory of the real sit- 
uation on the Trentino front in the 
Austro-Italian zone has been received, 
but unofficial reports say the battle, 
which is of great proportions, extends 
along the entire line from the Sugana 
valley to the Asiago plateau. It is in 
this region that the Italians are en- 
deavoring to break through the Aus- 
trian line to one of their main objec- 
tives—Trent. 

There also is little information com- 
ing through concerning the operations 
in Macedonia, except that artillery 
duels are in progress on various sec- 
tors an dthat there have been local 
engagements between the Bulgarians 
and British in the Struma valley. 

Daily the situation in Russia seems 
to grow brighter. Unofficial 
from Petrograd say that the congress 
of soldiers’ and workmen's delegates 
of all Russia have voted confidence 
in the provisional government and gone 
on record as demanding a reorganiza- 
tion of the army and an immediate 
recommencement of hostilities against 
the Teutonic allies. 


GERMAN ATTACKS 


HALTED BY FRENCH. 

Paris, June 21.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 

“In the course of the day fighting 
was continued to our advantage east 
of Vauxaillon.

Indictments Returned 
Against Emma Goldman 
And Alexander Berkman 


New York, June 21.—Emma Gold- 
man and Alexander Berkman, called the 
two leading anarchists of this country, 
were indicted here today by a federal 
grand jury on charges of conspiring to 
induce young men not to register for 
the selective draft. They pleaded not 
guilty and were held in $25,000 bail 
each. 

The indictment is based on articles 
signed by the defendants printed in the 
publications styled “Mother Earth” and 
“The Biast.” 

Their:counsel complained before Unit- 
ed States Judge Mayer that the surety 
companies refused to furnish bonds for 
all persons accused by the government 
of matters bearing on the war. : The 
court said that the only kind of bail ac- 
ceptable would be cash or realty. As 
neither of the prisoners has been able 
to furnish bonds of $25,000 since their 
arrest, their counsel pleaded for a re- 
duction of bail. This was dented, 

Late today Miss Goldman's attorneys 
produced $25,000 in cash for her bail 
and she was released. Berkman, how- 
ever, was unable to supply a satis- 
factory bond and was returned to the 
Tombs.

MARTIAL LAW IS 
PROCLAIMED IN TOMSK. 

Petrograd, June 21.—Martial law has 
been proclaimed in Tomsk, western 8Si- 
beria, because of wholesale murders and 
robberies committed by criminals who 
had been granted amnesty and had 
joined the forces of the militant anar- 
chists. More than 1,500 of these par- 
doned criminals have been arrested, 
with 800 others. Twenty persons were 
killed and a number wounded. 

The arrests followed the exposure of 
a plot to plunder all the banks and 
shops and assassinate the leaders of 
civic organizations. The,800 associates 
of the criminals were dragged from the 
haunts of the latter. The casualties oc- 
curred when some resistance was of- 
fered to the arrests, 

The railway men on the first section 
of the Nicolas railway which connects 
Petrograd and Moscow have gone out 
on strike. The remainder of the rail- 
way men are said to bé opposed to 
like action. 

The men struck without awaiting the 
award of a commission that had 2 Ror 
appointed to examine their claims. 

.The government has issued an appeal 
to the people to remain calm, in view 
of a possible extension of the strike. 
RUSSIAN CONGRESS

London, June 21.—Dispatches from 
Petrograd to the Exchange Telegraph

Official announcement as to the na- 
ture of the commands which will be sta- 
tioned at the great army cantonment at 
Silver Lake was made last night by 
Major J. N. Hazelhurst, of the engineers’ 
reserve corps, who will work in co- 
operation with the construction quar- 
termaster of the camp. 


Latest information indicates that 
about 42,000 men will be stationed at 


the cantonment. They will be divided 
into the following military units: 
Eleven regiments of infantry, four 
regiments of heavy artillery, one regi- 
ment of engineers, one aerial squad, one 
hospital detachment and an immense 
supply department. 

The hospital detachment will occupy 
forty acres of the camp site and will 
be equipped with 1,600 beds. There 
will be no cavalry or coast artillery, 
but the aerial squadron will be one of 
the largest in the country. 

The cantonment will require an im- 
mense wagon and supply train, but 
these will not be proewided at first, but 
will.be added later. It is estimated that 
the entire army division stationed at 
the camp will necessitate the use of 
over 12,000 animals, _ 

Just what the location of the can- 
tonment at Atlanta will mean to the 
city has been very aptly expressed by 
Ivan E. Allen, president of the At- 
lanta Chamber of’ Commerce, who has 
tabulated a numbe? of: interesting facts 
relative. to the caysp and the city. The 
following facts have been prepared by 
Mr. Allen: | 

1. The coming of the cantonment to 
Atlanta means the location of over 42,- 
000-.soldiers in the city. 

2. It means a cash payroll of over 
$2,000,000 per month, . 

3. It means the purchase of an im- 
mense volume of supplies. Atlanta mer- 
chants will undoubtedly sell their 
share of supplies. 

4. It means the expenditure of over 
$3,000,000 for construction of the can- 
tonment. An Atlanta concern has the 
contract for construction and Atlanta 
laborers will be benefited. 

5. It means an unprecedented busi- 
ness opportunity for the city and all 
Atlanta ought to profit by the location 
of the army. camp at Silver Lake. 

City council clinched the Silver Lake 
cantonment army ‘camp for Atlanta on 
Thursday by authorizing the expendi- 
ture of $197,500 to build a water main 
from the city to the lake to supply the 
camp with water in compliance with 
the war department’s regulations.

lished by the war department for the 
concentration and training of the na- 
tional guard of the entire union. Six 
camps have been located in the depart- 
ment of the southeast already, and three 
more are to be located in this depart- 
ment. It is one of these three which 
may be located in Atlanta. 

Captain R. H. Hearn, U.S. A., has just 
completed examination of a number of 
possible sites in the neighborhood of 
Atlanta and is now preparing his re- 
port to Washington, upon which deci- 
sion as to Atlanta’s suitability for one 
of the divisional camps for national 
guard will be largely based. 

The entire national guard is to be 
sent to the southeastern and the south- 
ern departments ‘for training, because 
of favorable climatic conditions. Each 
of the camps will accommodate approx- 
imately 30,000 men. The camps will be 
different from the army cantonments, 
such as being constructed at Silver 
Lake, inasmuch as the camps will be 
tented cities, with the exception of 
wooden buildings for administrative, 
storage and a few other purposes. 

About Tented Cities.

“Such co-operation with the govern- 
ment the newspapers render, always 
cheerfully and promptly and at their 
own expense and they expect and de- 
sire in addition to bear their just bur- 
den of taxation. 

Pelicy of Half Century. 

“The newspapers recognize the needs 
of special war taxes and they will pay 
any rate of taxes that congress finds 
it necessary to tmpose on all other 
legitimate and necessary “businesses. 

“As for the postal rates, they have 
been based for generations upon a 
public policy that the diffusion of 
knowledge and information in news- 
papers and periodicals was necessary 
to the unity and welfare of the na- 
tion and therefore ought to be en- 
couraged by moderate postage rates. 
If this policy is now, after more than 
half a century, to be reversed, it 
should be done only after full con- 
sideration and investigation; it should 
be done only in the public interest 
and not in the guise of a war tax upon 
business which is neither a war 
profiter, a luxury or one properly sub- 
ject to punitive taxation.” 

The publishers’ committee comprised 
E. H. Baker, of The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer; Norman E. Mack, of The Buf- 
falo Times; Urey Woodson, of The 
Owensboro, Ky., Democrat; Fleming 
Newbold, of The Washington Star; H. 
U. Brown, of The Indianapolis News; 
M. F. Hanson, of The Philadelphia 
Record; E. Lansing Ray, of Thé St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, and L. H. 
Palmer, general manager of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation. 

Revenues of $3,000,000 annually from 
1% 
cents a pound, which most publishers 
have vigorously opposed, and about $39,- 
000,000 from the profits tax are ex- 
pected. 

The increase in postage rates would 
apply to publishers of newspapPers, 
magazines and all other periodicals, 
including religious publications. 

The committee aiso decided today 
to retain the house increase of 50 per 
cent on the letter rates, but tentatively 
agreed to strike out the doubled post- 
card rate. As about one billion post- 
cards were sent last year, if the post- 
card increase is eliminated about $20,- 
000,000 in revenues will be lost. The 
letter increase is expected to raise 
about $50,000,000. 

In revising the excess profits tax to- 
day, deferring a decision regarding the 
rate of taxation, the committee decid- 
ed to extend its operation to individuals 
in trade as well as corporations and 
partnerships. .From individuals at the 
house rate of 16 per cent, it is esti- 
mated $100,000,000 additional revenue 
would be secured. It also was decid- 
ed to give an exemption of 6 per cent 
to corporations having sub-normal 
profits during the thfee-year pre-war 
period and a similar exemption to new 
corporations organized since the war 
began.

ROTARY WORK TOLD 
IN ELOQUENT TALK 
BY ALLEN ALBERT 


The true meaning of Rotary work 
in community with serWice was the 


prime subject of the address of Allen 
Db. Albert, past immediate president of 
International Rotary, at the afternoon 
session of the convention. 

Every proposed constitutional 
amendment brought before the body 
Thursday afternoon was adopted with 
little change. [Following the address 
by Mr. Albert an experience meeting 
was opened, during which every Ro- 
tarian delegate present from the dif- 
ferent clubs throughout the country 
had the floor for a period of three 
minutes. 

Mr. Allen went into the work of the 
Rotary clubs in their individual cities 
with a view to determining just what 
fields of endeavor were rightfully open 
to the Rotary organfiizations. He ad- 
{vised the delegates not to attempt to 
(take a hand in the rightfull fields of 
|specialized institutions such as charit- 
‘able organizations. 

“The work of the Red Cross is 

illimitable in size,” he told the conven- 
“It is justified in de- 
manding the service of the Rotary 
clubs as an organization, and to it the 
‘Rotary can give support without fear 
‘of losing her distinctive character. 
' “So it is with a work like that of the 
Boy Scouts. How interesting it has 
been to note the efficient work of 
these lads here,” he said, motioning in 
the direction of a group of Boy Scouts 
who were listeners. “They have been 
given two qualities for a long time 
missing in the training of the aver- 
age child—discipline and continuity. 

‘Some of you represent cities in 
which there has been no teaching of 
the power of co-operation,’ Mr. Allen 
continued; “you yourselves have not 
known the lesson until you learned it 
in Rotary. Indeed, as good a thing as 
Rotary can teach in every community 
is this, that the beginning of co-opera- 


your own opinion. 

“Rotary clubs should continuously 
survey the fields of community life in 
order to ascertain community needs. 

Rotarians shall it be said that we 
dWplicate equipment; that we duplicate 
service; that we duplicate effort in a 
time when the involutions and involve- 
ments of life have made it so complex 
that no man here can quite keep track 
of them. , 

“There is no man presefit who has 
not in his own town observed one of 
the most striking of our present social 
phenomenons, for in that city where 
the commercial club is weakest there 
exists the largest proportions of ex- 
per critics. In city after city have I 
lobserved scores of men who knew 
‘what was wrong with their local cham- 
ber of commerce, but there was no one 
who was willing to enter into it and 
,correct the wrong. 
| “As Rotarians, our responsibility is 
to 


exhaust all the sourcefulness of 
constructive criticism from the inside 
| before we venture upon destructive 
and antagonistic criticism from the 
outside.” 


OFFICIALS OF ATLANTA 
_ DIFFER OVER SHINGLES 


City Building Imspector Ed Hays 
and his department and the assistant 
city attorney, Samuel D. Hewlett, are at 
“loggerheads” with one another over 
interpretations of the recently enacted 
shingling ordinance, which prohibits 
the use of wooden shingles in Atlanta. 

Inspector Hays declares that the new 
ordinance demands that a man must 
cover his house with a fireproof roof, 
no matter whether he had partly cover- 
ed it with shingles before the ordinance 
became effective or not. 

Inspector Hays also affirms that City 
Attorney James L. Mayson had told him 
that the ordinance became effective to 
all buildings when first passed. 

Now Inspector Hays saws he has re- 
ceived a letter from the assistant at- 
torney in the case of one J. E. Segrest, 
of 27 Garden street, suggesting to 
him that he allow Mr. Segrest to com- 
plete shingling his roof with wooden 
shingles to prevent rain damaging his 
household goods. 

“The assistant atiorney ought to rule 
on the matter and not ‘suggest,’” said 
Inspector Hays; but since he has 


to let Segrest finish his roof with 
wooden pee pee although there are 
scores of similar cases all over the city 
in which cases I have informed the own- 
ers that they would have to replace the 
partly covered roofs with wooden 
shingles with fgreproof roof.”

Tt might not have come off so well. 

‘That was a very busy quarter I was in 
during the latter part of my stay in France 
(the Arras district) as you will have seen 
from the papers. A great deal of fighting 
has been going on in that locality. I'm feel- 
ing much more fit after my short stay 
here and shall not be surprised when I re- 
ceive marching orders once again. I cant 
truthfully say I’m anxious to go back, al- 
though one feels as though he is out of it 
all together on this side of the channel. 
A pilot’s life is pretty strenuous out there, 
especially during the fine weather—two and 
sometimes three patrols a day over the line, 
each “stunt” lasting two hours or more. 

All the fighting was done on their side of 
the line and I don’t remember once meeting 
a Hun over our lines. Most of our work 
was done at an altitude of about 19,000 feet, 
and breathing at that height is not at all 
easy. Sometimes when the clouds were too 
low and thick for flying at this altitude, we 
would patrol along the lines at about 3,000 
feet. Then one got a “grandstand. view’ 
of the war, which was very interesting, al- 
though the anti-aircraft shells would come 
uncomfortably close when fiying so low. 
There seemed to be hundreds of shells burst- 
ing all over the place and it made one 
wonder how it is possible to live on the 
ground—then—a rather well-directed shot 
would burst a little closer than others had 
done and you'd realize that some one was 
busy firing at you and your attention would 
suddenly switch from what was happening 
on the ground to matters of more personal 
interest.

Captain G. V. Heidt Shows 
How Men Who Enlist Now 
Will Profit Over Those 
Who Are Drafted _ Later 
On. : 


As an added proof of the excellent op- 
portunity for promotion to those who 
join the army now, Captain G. V. Heidt 
gave out the following statement of 
the number of non- -commissioned offi- 
eers that will be needed to supply the 
army to be mobilized shortly. 

1. “The commissioning of the 8,000 
non-commissioned officers now in the 
regular army for officers of the first 
increment of the national army leaves 
vacancies in the regular army for non- 
commissioned officers of 8,000. 

2. “The fifty-one new regiments now 
being organized each require 300 non- 
commissioned officers, or 15,300. 

3. “The first increments of the na- 
tional army (250 regiments) will re- 
quire 75,000 trained men as non-com- 
missioned officers. They must come 
from the regular army, as there is no 
other place from which they can be 
gotten, 75,000. 

“Making a total of non-commission- 
ed officers of 98,300.”

Captain Heidt further states “Offi- 
cial information points to the fact that 
the drafting for the army will begin not 
later than July 1, and after a man 1s 
drafted, or his name is drawn, he can- 
not volunteer. Naturally those men 
who are drafted will not have the same 
opportunity for advancement or choice 
of service, for they will be put into 
service where the government needs 
them most.

UNCLE SAM WANTS OFFICERS. 


Recruiting of men to train for officer- 
ships for the second half-million of troops 
to be drafted has actively begun; and thus 
is opened a new and most excellent oppor- 
tunity for effective service of country. 

This call, like the former one, is made 
in compliance with’ the emergency army 
measure providing for the recruiting of an 
army one million strong. Under the first 
call candidates for officerships up to the 
grade of captain for the first 500,000 of 
drafted troops were brought to the colors, 
and this army district’s quota is now in 
training at Fort McPherson. An _ equal 
number is asked for in this second call, and 
will be placed under training at the Fort 
McPherson officers’ training camp, begin- 
ning August 27. 

The men wanted now are only those who 
can qualify to become officers above the 
grade of lieutenant, although many places in 
the grade of lieutenant are yet to be filled. 

For that reason this call is for men of 
mature years, of proven ability and of mani- 
fest adaptability to become leaders and di- 
rectors of subordinates, as is emphasized in 
the list of qualifications appearing, together 
with all necessary instructions as to making 
application, in another part of this issue of 
The Constitution. 

The need contemplated in this call is not 
for men who can pass muster for service in 
the ranks, but for experienced business and 
professional men, or any others of the requi- 
site ability and character, who are willing 
to make a measure of personal sacrifice in 
order to aid in the way most effective in 
winning the war. 

Here are duty and personal opportunity 
combined; and it would be unfair to the man- 
hood of the nation to even question a gen- 
eral and enthusiastic response, or to voice 
a doubt but that the full complement re- 
quired will be recruited long in advance of 
the actual summons to duty. 


THE UNDERSEAS DEMON. 


Just as the allies were congratulating 
themselves upon a slack week of shipping 
destruction by merciless German submarines 
comes an official report showing that the 
U-baats’ toll for the last week surpassed 
that of any previous seven-day period for 
six weeks past. 

A total of twenty-seven British ships of 
1,600 tons and over, and five of under 1,600 
tons, with their cargoes of precious food 
and other commodities, and with a toll of 
human life not given in the report, were 
sent to the bottom during the week ending 
June 20. 

This destruction exceeds that of any 
week since that ending April 28, when 38 of 
the major tonnage craft, and 13 of the minor, 
fell prey to the ocean marauders. | 

It is only in rare instances that the ad- 
mirality quotes to the public the tonnage of 
the individual ships sunk, so there is no 
means by which the layman may estimate 
ret actual losses of allies’ shipping. There 
is, however, grounds for conclusion that, be- 
eause of their bulk, slower motion, unwieldi- 
-_ mess and greater value —increasing their 
> likelihood of detection, lessening their 
|. \ehances to escape and rendering their de- 
| etruction more desirable by the enemy — the 

proportion of individual ships destroyed 
favors those of greatest burden, and ranges 
downward; and that the real destruction is 
yastly greater than the numerals vouch 
safed for publication would imply. 
But great as the destruction is publicly 
| Yemown to have been, and great as it may 
/* have been in excess of the published statis- 
"ties, it is evident that the kaiser’s campaign 
' @f U-boat ruthlessness — the destruction of 
ghips, passengers and crews irrespective of 
flag — has not come up to his expectations. 
When that terroristic, murderous cam- 
paign began, the German government esti- 
mated the British tonnage at between eleven 
and twelve millions, and it counted upon the 
destruction of a million tons a month. Thus 
Germany allowed a year for the total de- 
struction of the British merchant marine. 
But the.German estimates did not take 


tremendous resources into the war. The 


submarings have fallen far short of the mil- : 
lion tons a month destruction mark; and 


the possibility of their winning the war be- 
fore a method is hit upon to checkmate them 
seems exceedingly remote. ’ 
Boldly staring us in the face, th , is

But any idea that the submarine menace 
can be overcome simply by the launching of 
ships faster than they can be destroyed is as 
futile as would be a policy of trying to cope 
with a raging fire by buflding houses’ faster 
than they can be burned. 

Our freedom, and with it the freedom of 
the world, is seriously imperiled by this 
monstrous “demon underneath the sea;” and 
the world must produce a Siegfried in some 
form ‘to slay it. : ‘ | 


THE RESERVE SYSTEM.. 


In the Atlanta Federal reserve bank dis- 
trict are between 1,500 and 2,000 state banks, 
of which 600 are in Georgia. Out of the 
whole lot only four — three in Alabama and 
one in Louisiana — are member banks of the 
Federal reserve system. 

Taking the nation over, approximately 
only about fifty per cent of the state banks 
have come under the flag. 

There are 390 national banks in the dis- 
trict, all of which, of course, became mem- 
bers of the Federal reserve system auto- 
matically with the creation ‘of it. 

Just why the state banks fail to join 
is a puzzling mystery to the layman; in fact, 
the most astute bankers, those who thor- 
oughly understand the advantages accruing 
with such membership, are unable to account 
for it. 

As M. B. Wellborn, chairman of the board 
of the Atlanta reserve bank, said in an ad- 
dress before the Florida Bankers’ associa- 
tion last April 7, it mag be that “as the sys- 
tem proceeds and its development and its 
daily workings become more familiar to the 
general public, it is not unlikely that banks 
will be characterized as ‘member banks’ and 
‘non-member banks,’ instead of, as at present, 
‘national banks’ and ‘state banks’.” And the 
former characterization will be accepted as 
a stamp of solidarity and carry a degree of 
weight and prestige the non-member banks 
never can enjoy. 

In an interview elsewhere in this issue of 
The Constitution, Mr. Wellborn calls atten- 
tion to an amendment to the Federal reserve 
act, recently adopted by congress, which, it 
would seem, should remove the last possi- 
ble objection of the state banks to joining 
the system. It adds to the already powerful 
advantages offered by the system, and, fur- 
thermore, it grants to any state bank the 
privilege of withdrawing its membership at 
any time it may see fit. 

The very essence of the federal reserve 
banking system is protection to banks and 
to the country in the preventing of panics; 
and it stands to reason that the greater the 
bank membership in the system the greater 
will be its power to perform its functions. 

As matters stand, the federal reserve sys- 
tem is far from being complete, because so 
many of the banks of the country are out- 
side of it. There is every reason why it is 
desirable — and to the banks’ advantage as 
well as that of business generally, the pub- 
lic and the nation — that the entire banking 
system of the country be unified and all of 
the banking resources of the country brought 
together under a single great system. 

Especially is this true — and especially is 
it important —in this time of war with a 
dangerous foreign power. The financial end 
in carrying on war, as Mr. Wellborn further 
pointed out in his Florida address, is equally 
as important as it is for men to shoulder 
guns and fight the enemy with lead and 
steel. 3 : 

Therefore, it is as much a patriotic duty 
on the state banks’ part for them to strength- 
en the country’s banking resources by join- 
ing the federal reserve system as it is of 
individuals to heed the call to arms. 

And the beauty of it is that thus helping 
the country the banks would be immeasura- 
bly helping themselves —as the best finan- 
ciers the nation over are agreed.

SOUNDS LIKE A DOCTOR.

“As one familiar with the food situation, 
I can say that the public has not yet been 
sufficiently impressed either with the need 
for more production or with the necessity 
for more economical handling. This is a 
time when one can do things that would 
seem presumptuous in normal times. Un- 
der that right, I call upon ae. ore ee of 
the United States to interest themselves in 
the food conservation campaign and to do 
all in their power to advise the public as to 
the imperative need for conserving, to the 
gi@atest possible degree, the food supply 
of the nation. By preventing waste now 
we can avert hunger later on.’ 

r. Armour is a citizen who has sud- 
denly found that the medical profession may 
do its duty in the present crisis. 

The medical profession has been doing 
all in its core for fifty years or more to 
persuade the public that too much food, 
particularly too much meat, is habitually 
consumed. The profession was urging just 
that thing long before the vegetarianist 
raised his clarion and blasted forth the 
horrors of flesh eating. 

Mr. Armour sounds like a doctor. He is 
advising. the public, through the medical 
profession, to eat le meat. In other 
words, trying to injure his own business. 
That is unusual in a business man. So Mr. 
Armour is to be credited with a fine spirit 
of philanthropy, whatever we may think of 
his presumption in urging the medical pro- 
fession to begin doing what it has been 
doing for: fifty years. : 

I second the motion. Let us begin by cut- 
tinge down the meat bills about 90 per cent. 
That would effect quite a saving, enough in 
a month to buy several dozen potatoes. 

Meat three times a week is ample for any 
workingman and too much for many an of- 
fice man. Meat once a week is ample for 
a sedentary individual. When I say meat, l 
include eggs, fish, fowl, red and white meat. 

The meat habit is a habit precisely like 
the drug, alcohol and tobacco habits, only 
milder. The craving is for stimulation. The 
extractives of meat stimulate you, make you 
feel fine—for a few minutes after the meal. 
That bracing effect of a steak is not nutri- 
tional—any strength from the nutrition in 
meat will be felt many Whours or days after 
eating the meuat. The feeling of well being 
ar ot nggertadal after a meat meal is just stimu- 

ation. ,

Perspiring Feet. 

Is there any remedy you can suggest for 
feet that perspire too freely and are offen- 
sive? My son, aged 18, is so troubled. He 
bathes the feet every night and morning, 
and has. applied various things without. re- 
eon. Ch eB. G. ' 

ANSWER.—Two pairs of shoes, to be worn 
alternately. Every four or five days, after 
bathing, powder between the toes with equal 
parts of boric acid and salicylic acid powder. 
This will cause a peeling of old skin. It 
will overcome the odor and , excessive 
sweating.

I am not a large eater, 
though a hearty one. I would appreciate 
your suggestions.

Albany Man Doubts State’s 
Power to Curb D. D. & H. D.’s : 


Editor Constitution: I have read with 
interest your editorial in Tuesday’s issue in 
regard to “Carelessness and Crossings,” and 
also Mr. Newton Phillips’ suggestion that a 
law be passed to compe! all vehicles to come 
to a full stop before crossing a railroad 
track. I have often thought that this would 
be a very good law, indeed, but the trouble 
would be to enforce it. It would be im- 
possible to maintain a guard at every grade 
crossing, and the only way the majority of 
“dare-devil and heedless drivers” (as you so 
aptly express it) can be stopped in their 
mad careers is by a shotgun, or by being 
hit by a train. So far as the “D. D. & 
H. D.’s” are concerned, J think it would be a 
pity to do anything to save their fool necks, 


and the sooner they all get killed off the 


better. The only trouble is they usually 
carry innocent victims with them to death, 
or injury for life. This would be a very 
good law, and is a much needed one for the 
protection of the innocent victims of these ac- 
eidents, but, as I said above, the trouble 
would be in enforcing it. If Mr. Phillips, 
or anyone else, can suggest a positive means 
of enforcing the law I believe the whole state 
should rise in a body and demand its imme- 
diate passage. 

We have a local law, or ordinance, in our 
city requiring all automobiles to come to a 
full stop when passing street cars taking 
on or putting off passengers. I have made a 
very close observation and I have never seen 
one single automobile stop for a street car 
under any conditions whatever, and not one 
single case has ever been made for the vio- 
lation of the ordinance, though it is broken 
hundreds of times daily under the observa- 
tion of the police. 

I think a good way to stop reckless cing 
across grade crossings would be to place 
“bumpers,” or some. slight obstruction, like 
crossties, with a few inches of surface above 
the ground for a short distance from each 
crossing. Even the most dare-devil driver 
does not like to be bumped and would slow 
up for these obstructions. The cost would 
be considerable, but it seems to me the pro- 
tection would be well worth the money. The 
expense might be shared equally by the rail- 
roads and the county. 

I am also bitterly opposed to the reckless 
drivig of automobiles by women and chil- 
dren, especially before they have learned 
thoroughly how to operate them.

Themselves unfit for active service these 
men rallied at the armory to do their bit 
and help the service in every passible way. 
They will use their efforts in securing men 
eligible for enlistment and in boosting the 
organization of Georgia men which will be 
sent to the front from Atlanta. 

Captain W. S. Coburn; "tommanding M 
company of the Fifth, addressed the meeting 
and explained its purpose. 

“You men who have offered yourselves 
for service,”” said Captain Coburn, “have 
demonstrated that you wish to serve your 
country. Though for various reasons you 
cannot be accepted to follow the flag on the 
battlefield in this fight for democracy and 
humanity, there are yet many means by 


which you may aid your country. There are 
many things that your country needs, but 


the first of these things is men. 
“Your country needs men, and it needs 


them now,” he continued. “If you who can 
persuade some man that by enlisting now 
instead of waiting he renders a far greater 
service to his country, then you will have 
‘done your .bit.. Men of Georgia are true 
Americans. They will rally to the flag if 
they understand its need. It is for you men 
who do, understand to explain to them that 


‘their country does need them, and that it 


needs them now.” 

The meeting was held in the interest of 
the whirlwind campaign which is being con- 
ducted by the Fifth regiment with the view 
of recruiting to war strength within a week’s 
time. Enlisted men of the regiment are 
interviewing all eligible men in the city to 
urge them to join the Atlanta regiment now 
instead of waiting until brought in by the 
selective draft. 

A report from the Fifth Georgia recruit- 
ing office showed that more than 80 per cent 
of the men now applying for enlistment are 
between the ages of 18 and 21 years, and 
are men who would not be called under the 
conscription act. 


CHAIRMAN WELLBORN 
URGES STATE BANKS TO 
JOIN RESERVE SYSTEM 


WHEAT STREET _ 
NEGRO CHURCH 
TO BE REBUILT 


Chairman M. B. Wellborn, of the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve Bank district, yesterday is- 
sued a statement, urging that the state banks 
take advantage of the recent amendment 
to the federal reserve act adopted by con- 
gress to join the federal reserve system. 


“In addition to the rediscount facilities 
afforded banks in the system,” says Mr. Well- 
born, “‘the financial experts of the country 
realize the vast importance of co-ordina- 
tion and co-operation of the financial inter- 
ests, ¢specially at this time. In becoming 
members of the system the state banks 
lose none of their privileges. They are 
permitted to retain their state charter with 
all its statutory rights. They will not be 
required to limit their loans to any one in- 
dividual, firm or corporation to 10 per cent 
of their capital and surplus, the only re- 
striction in this connection being that when 
a state bank, a member of the system, ap- 
plies for rediscounts at the federal reserve 
bank, the paper they offer must come with- 
in the 10 per cent limitation, the same as 
national banks. 

“Under the amendments adopted, congress 
gives the state banks the right to withdraw 
from the federal reserve system whenever 
they deem it expedient to do so. 

“It is evident that congress is anxious 
to see our entire banking system unified 
in order to strengthen the finances of our 
country, which is especially important at this 
time, with a. great war on our hands. It 
seems to me that the state banks should 
now embrace the opportunity and join with 
the national banks in mobilizing their re- 
serves with the federal reserve banks, thus 
aiding the entire business of the country, 
which the federal reserve act has already 
done so much to steady and stabilize. The 
state banks, of course, were as active and 
liberal as the national banks in subscribing 
to Liberty Loan Bonds and they now have 
an opportunity of rendening an additional and 
valuable service to their country in becoming 
members of the federal reserve system.” 


American Cotton Goods 
Can Be Sold in Burma 


Between twelve and fifteen million dol- 
lars’ worth of cotton goods are imported 
annually into the Province of Burma, India, 
but American manufacturers have made prac- 
tically no attempt to enter the market. In 
a report tssued by the Bureau of Foreign 
and. Domestic Commerce, of the Department 
of Commerce, this is ascribed partly to the 
fact that Americans have never made a@ 8e- 


rious effort to capture it. ; 

Burma is pre-eminently a colored goods 
market, says Commercial Agent Ralph M. 
Odell, author of the report. For this reason, 
it is a somewhat difficult market, particu- 
larly at the present time, when there is a 
world-wide scarcity of dyestuffs. The con- 
stantly changing tastes of the natives as re- 
gards colors and designs restrict the sale of 
any one pattern, and this fact may make the 
field unattractive to’ the average American 
cotton manufacturer, who prefers to produce 
goods in large quantities rather than in small 
lots. It is a fact, however, that there are 
several lines of goods sold in Burma, par- 
ticularly printed shirtings, colored flannels, 
and zephyrs or fine ginghams, which very 
nearly conform to cloths made in the United 
States, and naturally it is along these lines 
that the best opportunities for the devel- 
opment of our trade seem to lie. 

There are practically no American goods 
on the market at present, says the report, 
and while this fact is due partly to the char- 
acter of the market and of the goods in de- 
mand, it is doubtless equally due to the fail- 
ure of our manufacturers properly to in- 
vestigate the trade and make a serious ef- 
fort to capture a share of it. Within the 
past year a representative of a large Ameri- 
can mill visited Burma and succeeded in 
placing a trial order for cotton flannels. The 
goods arrived in good condition, the quality 
and price proved satisfactory and a num- 
ber of repeat orders have since been sent to 
the manufacturers. This is the only instance 
in recent years of a representative of an 
American cotton mill visiting Burma. It 
proves that results can be obtained from in- 
telligent, well-directed efforts. 

The report describes in detail the princi- 
pal cloths sold in Burma and this informa- 
tion is supported by a number of samples 
that have been forwarded to indicate clearly 
the requirements of the markets. These 
samples will be exhibited at the principal 
textile centers of the country and then be 
added to the collectcion of samp}es main- 
tained by the bureau at the customs house 
in New York. 

As is the case with most government pub- 
lications, this report will be distributed as 
widely as possible at a nominal cost aimed to 
cover only the expense of printing. It con- 
tains 52 pages and is sold for 10 cents by 
all the.district and co-operative offices of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce and by the superintendent of docu- 
ments, Washington, D.C. Its complete title 
is “Cotton Goods in British India: Part IIL, 
Burma,” Special Agents’ ‘Series No. 138.

GEORGIA FRUIT 
WILL BE CLASSED 
AS FOODSTUFFS 


All fruit is to be considered by the gov- 
ernment as food crops, according to word re- 
ceived from the department of agriculture 
by General Manager B. J. Christman, of the 
Georgia Fruit exchange. Under this de- 
cision, Georgia peach-shipments will receive 
preferred transportation facilities, similar to 
other foodstuffs, and their movement to the 
markets ‘will not be delayed 

This policy will be carried out by the 
government principally because of the belief 
that the greater the quantity of perishable 
foods which this country can consume, and 
the ‘greater the quantity of fruit that is 
canned and preserved for future use, the 
greater will be the quantity of staple com- 
modities available for export to the ‘allies. 

The heaviest movement of the Georgia 
peach crop is just getting under way. 

From present indications there will be 
from 3,800 to 4,000 cars to be moved from 
tthe Georgia peach belt. 

Practically 200 cars have been shipped 
during the past week, these coming ,mainly 
from the Jones county orchards, and from 
Fort Valley and Marshallville districts. 

While prices look high, the crop is short 
of the normal years and all cost of produc- 
tion is much increased. Growers are not 
really getting back more thah normal prof- 
its on the total. production. °

Washington, June 21.—An early re- 
duction in ocean freight retes prob- 
ably will come from conferences now 
going on between the American and 
allied governments. Authority to com- 
mandeer shipping, granted by congress 
in the shipping bill just passed, it was 
said today, makes possible an inter- 
national arrangement that will force 
ocean tariffs towards a normal level. 

British and American control of coal 
supplies and America’s power to guide 
exports offers a weapon that can force 
the world’s shipping in any desired 
channels and at the same time offers 
a chance to rearrange ocean rates to 
the satisfaction of both countries. 

Diversion of a large amount of Jap- 
anese tonnage Fidue the Pacific to the 
Atlantic side also will have its effect 
on rates. Negotiations already are un- 
der way to bring this transfer about. 
Japan has about 2,000,000 tons of ocean- 
going tonnage, much of which, it is 
said, probably soon will be carrying 
supplies from America to the European 
allies. Great Britain, for a long time, 
has been extremely anxious that Japan 
take a large share of this ocean trade.

BEARS DOWN WHEAT 


Shorts Used Chance to 
Even Up Trades, However, 
and Result Was Irregular 
Market — Slight Gain in 
Corn. 


Chicago, June 21.—Excellent crop 
progress tended today to pull down 
wheat priees, but shorts in the July 
option made use of the chance to even 
up trades. The result was an irregular 
market, with the close unsettled, vary- 
ing from 1%c net lower to an advance 
of 2c at $2.03 for July and $1.78% for 
September. Corn gained %c and oats 
% to %c. In provisions, the result 


ranged from 5 cents decline to a rise 
of 40 cents. 

Reports both from the winter wheat 
belt and from the spring crop region 
told of encouraging farm conditions. 
Buying was slow, a circumstance which 
seemed due in some degree to uncer- 
tainty regarding, the shape that the 
food bill would have on emerging fi- 
nally from congress.

Export demand from the entente al- 
lies and from the Dutch government 
put strength into corn. Further rains 
in the southwest where of late drought 
has been complained of, failed to act 
as more than a temporary offset, 

Seaboard purchases had a bullish in- 
fluence on the oats market, 

Provisions averaged higher, owing in 
the main to support from packing in- 
terests.

IN STOCK MARKET 


Despite Bearish Sentiment 
and Light Turnover, Ad- 
vances Scored in Special- 
ties, Particularly Motors 
and Shipping—Call Money 
Lower. 


New York, ‘June 21.—Disregarding a 
farther accession of bearish sentiment 
in professional quarters today’s mar- 
ket registered many irregular recover- 
ies from recent low quotations. What 
the trading lacked in volume, the turn- 
over being almost the smallest for near- 
ly a fortnight, was neutralized in 
breadth, operations being fairly well 
distributed. 


Gains were greatest in those special- 
ties which have suffered from specula- 
tive pressure. Motors, secondary equip- 
ments and shippings were stimulated 
by reports of the closing of government 
contracts on bases which allowed of 
a fair margin of profit. Coppers owed 
their strength to similar conditions. 

(Call money did not repeat its maxi- 
mum of the preceding day, most loans 
being made at 6 per cent, from which 
the rate fell to 4 per cent before the 
close. Quotations for time loans were 
virtually nominal in the absence of ac- 
tual supply. This latter condition de- 
noted the anxiety existing in connec~ 
tion with forthcorffling payments on 
the liberty loan and mid-year interest 
and dividend disbursements. 

News from Washington respecting 
proposed war tax measures was more 
reassuring and the strength of rails 
suggested early favorable action on the 
impending freight rate situation. For- 
eign conditions, viewed from the local 
standpoint, were without material 
change, aside from the sharp rally in 
rubles. 

Another importation of British gold 
was of especial interest because of the 
Bank of England statement, which 
showed a gain in bullion holding of 
almost $6,400,000, and a market 
strengthening of liable reserves.
